Pogoda Library. No, 1. By B.-A. 
Parker, Shanghai: Kelly aud“Walsh, 
1888 ‘ . 

Mr Parkor.ia well known in tho sinolo- 
Kicul world as a most painstakinig and inde 
fatigable collector of information on alinost 
every branch vf Chinese literature, and, 
judging from “the great . variety of chips 
from his“ workshop aeattered brond-cast 
Kaver the poriodicals of China and Japan, 
wo hava’ ruagéa to belivve that his note, 
books afford matorials.euiiciont fur a pretty 
completa oneyclopmdin of Chinese lore. 
We are not surprised theteforo to observe 
that it is. Mr Parker's intention tn issue a 
series of volumes under the. title ‘Pagoda 
Library,’ and fully-dxpect that Me Parker's 
Pagoda will’ contain a good many moro 
atories than the biggest’ pagods in’ China 
rover could honet of. The present’ first 
ingtahinont of the Pagoda Library is -a 
ueatly-got-tp duodecimo yolume of 82 
pages, contiining Wei Yiian’s secount of
